The Ontario 
Censor Board characterised the 
same ' iscene as obscene and 
refused to allow the film to be 
shown until it was cut. Borden 
laughed and again reiterated that 
she believed the Juxtaposition to 
be normal, not a symbolic 
gesture.

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Poly talented Heads Make Sense

Anyone who has seen a few 
rock concert films is wary of the 
genre. While the perforpiers and 
onscreen audieiKe enjoy their 
priviledged interaction, the 
fibngoer gets left out. 

Fortunately, the Talking 
Heads' film Stop Making Sense 

- on an indefinite run at Cinema 
V — Is a movie in whkih director 
Jonathan Demme has managed 
to create the sense that the Talk- 
ing Heads are playing directly to 
the film audience. 

Not that Stop Making Sense 
was filmed on some abandoned 
sound stage. Demme and the 
Talking Heads realize that rock 
videos often fail because rodt 
musidans do not know what to 
do with themseh/es when a 
camera is substituted for an 
adoring throng. 

Thus, Stop Making Sense was 
fdmed during a four-night stand 
in Hollywood in December of 
1983. However Demme's 
shooting script exdudes the con- 
cert audience until late in the 
movie and ignores the conven- 
tional wisdom that the camera 
must be fixed on whomever - 
vocaBst or soloing instrumentalist 

- is in the spotlight at the mo- 
ment. 

The result is that the camera 
approximates the movement of

the concertgoer's eye, udng 
curioudty rather than rodf star 
ego as its guide. 

Breaking new ground in rock 
cinema is significant enough, but 
what really makes Stop Maldng 
Sense great is the quaùty of the 
Talking Heads' performance, 
hardly surprising from a group 
widely considered to be die 



vanguard of American popular 
mudc. 

Since 1977. the Talking 
Heads have evolved from a 
minimalist quartet to a 
polyihythmk:, polymek)dic nine- 
person group whose live shows 
prove that the. original members 
are talented artists as well as 



musicians. 

The show that Demme cap- 
tures roughly charts the groups's 
evolution by beginning with lead 
singer/songwriter David Byrne 
playing "Psycho Kiner" accom- 
panied by a recorded rhythm 
track, then allowing the group to 
grow by a member or two on 
each subsequent song. Moving 



from the original members play- 
ing songs from the first three 
albums to the full band playing 
material from the more recent 
"Remain in Light" and "Speak- 
ing in Tongues" LPs, St(^ Mak- 
ing Sense gathers a musical 
momentum that leaves the 
filmgoer wondering why the 
cinema didn't dear a dance 
floor. 

Throughout, Byrne 
demonstrates -- in his 
movements, vocal styles, and 
choice of props -- why he is 
regarded.as one of rock music's 
most linlque peffomiers. 

It is difficult to name muskal 
highlights of Stop Making Sense. ' 
Once at full speed the fibn 
bounces through verstons of 
"Bumin' Down the House", 
"Makin* Rppy Floppy", "Once 
in a Lifetime". "Girlfriend is Bet- 
ter" with an energy that is 
uniformly compelling. 

Rnal credit goes to I>errune 
for using moderation in the face 
of such a powerful perfonnanoe. 
At 88 minutes Stop Mahbig 
Sense is neither too long nor too 
short, though diehards wiO want 
to rent the video to see four of 
five songs that w/ere cut from the 
cinema release. 

Stop Making Sense b a must 
see for both devoted fans and 
the uninitiated.
